Belleville Ontario:—The town 
Trenton was shocked on Sanday by a 
fatality which occurred on the Elec-| 
tri¢ Company's line at thejTrent river 
crossing on the west side of the river 
when John Osborne, of Belleville, line-| 
man, was electrocuted and Wesley | 
Todd was so badly burned that his vel 
covery is not certain. a 

Osborne, Todd and Hawkes were ¢n- 
gaged in ordinary line work~ard had 
protected themselves against accident 
in the ‘usual manner. The lines had | 
been “dead” an hour and a half during | 
which time the men were engaged, 
The ground chain was hanging over 
the wires to prevent accident. 9 From 
eight o'clock the men had worked 
away en separate 7 until 9.30 with- 
out trouble. Suddenly 6,000 yolts was 
turned on the wire and turned off. 
Where it came from no one knew, but 
apparently from the east side.

Somewhere in France, March 2s 
Dean Mr. SMART 

i have intended writing to you for 
some time but the chance passed in 
England and now that | am in France 
I find the time much more occupied, 

After a considerable amount of 
training in 
camps | was transferred to Purfleet 
camp, east of London, where T Was 
‘attached to a railroad unit. Here 1] 
was taken on the strength as a clerk, 
the same job I now hold, | 

Since coming to France some tine 
ago | have and have had to enjoy var- 
ious conditions. Since coming we 
have been located in tents, sometimes 
warm, often cold and always damp 
but spring weather is beginning. Our 
orderly box mounted on four stakes 
serves us for a table, and the station- 
ery box makes an admirable little 
typewriter desk, bully beef boxes serve 
as seats and the remainder of the fur- 
niture we do without except that we 
have a cordite can and three inch pipe 
for a stove. 

You have read with pleasure, no 
doubt, the recent gains made by our 
men on the Western front. I have 
watched with admiration the organisz- 
ation and carrying out of various 
schemes and am positive the enemy 
had to retreat to save serious develop- 
ments for himself here; but I am _ get- 
ting farther than the censor’s limits 


so will say no more only that our men |. 


are full of confidence of an ultimate 
victory. : 

How are Madoc old boys and all 
things of interest there? It is a dif- 
ferent sort of soldiers’ life to that 
which we enjoyed there. I hope en- 
listing is continuing there. 

Many of the men of my company 
are from Quebec. They all think con- 
scription the best for that Province 
anyway. Of course | always haye the 
best of the argument in regards “‘loy- 
alty of the different denominations,”

Glasgow, Scotland, April 10th. 
Dear Mrs. HUFFMAN, — 

I take pleasure in writing you a few 
lines to let you know I -am well, hop- 
ing yon and yours are the same. I 
an ep tigrs this letter from my sister's 
place in Glasgow, Scotland. 

On the Sth of February, while at the 
front line in Vimy Ridge, Frances! 
got a sore foot which proved to be 
“French foot.” It got so bad that I 
couldn't put my foot on the ground so 
I had to go to the foctor and he told 
me tT had an “infected French foot” 
and must go to the hospital right 
away. So after quite a lot of ambul- 
ance riding I was taken to the base 
hospital where they opened the foot 
and then they sent me to England, 
I was taken to Endell street Military 
Hospital, London, where I was kept 
in bed for over a week. Three or 
four days after I got up they sent me 
to the Convalescent Home in Brom- 
ley for Canadian soldiers, a suburb of 
London about 3 miles in the country. 
You would hardly credit my story 
when I say that this home is the place 
where Dr. Crippen killed the girl and 
i saw the flagstone where he buried 
the body. It is a most beautiful 
place. I was there over,a week and 
then I went on furlough’for ten days. 
! got from. the 8rd to the 13th and this 
is now the 10th of April so you can see 
my time is nearly up and I will soon 
have toreturn. I don’t know whether. 
they'll send me back to my own Bat- 
talion or not. Just now I don't belong 
to any Battalion for when you are 
once sent to England then you are 
struck off that ttalion. There is 
a possibility of being sent back to it 
but not as a rule. y foot got along 
splendidly so long as the incision was 
open but when it closed up again then 
it swelled up so that yesterday I had 
to go and get it opened. It puts 
me back again and I've got to stay 
off the foot as much as possible. Last 
Friday | and my brother-in-law took 
a trip to Saltcoats where I got my 
education. [saw many places that 
I knew although some were changed. 
I went to my old home and found it 
sadly changed through neglect. I 
then went into the City Hall where | 
need to go and get my Christinas toys. 
Then | visited the charch which was 
just exactly the same, only it seemed 
to be so much nicer. All scenes were 
the scenes of my childhood and I yis- 
ited them after 21 years’ absence. It 
was an enjoyable trip. I visited 
many more places and | felt @ sort of 
pride that I had been a child in these 
surroundings. This paper is not very 
big, however it will hold this letter 
3 Well, I must close now.

It is’ estimated that forty million 
men are bearing arms in the present 

anic struggle, while twenty million 
men and Women are producing mu- 
nitions and clothing for soldiers. 
Many of these sixty millions were for- 
merly producers of food. Krom that 
work they ate withdrawn, leaving 
vast regions idle. Ten nations are on 
rations, and six in distressing lack of 
food. 
Canada is one of the countries that 
are sxpeoied to produce a surplus of 
food to help to make up the defict in 
lands that are more severely affected. 
It is our duf¥ to feed our soldiers and 
our allies. Our country is exception- 
ally well suited, for a vessel can make 
four trips from Canada to England in 
the time occupied by one trip from 
Auatralia. 

Our present production falls far short 
of what ought to be done. The acre- 
age of wheat, oats, barley, and pota- 
toes was nearly 366,000 less in 1016 
than in 1915, and the yield declined by 
more than 78 million bushels. 
tween 1914 and 1916 the yield of pota- 
toes fell frorty 26,717,-567 bushels to 7,- 
408,429 bushels. 

‘The Ontario Department of Agricul- 
ture is proud of the many patriotic 
acts of the Ontario farmers and rea- 
lizes to the full the difficulties the 
farmer is working under. Through 
the Ontario Government Public Em- 

joyment Bureau a determined effort 
s working is being made to secure a 
large amount of farm-trained labor 

itis hoped that the farmer will 
make full use of same and produce 
large crops this season, for every 
pound of which large prices are likely 
to be paid.

the Shanchal opium combine. 

_ Anticipating the end of the opium 
eannection with Great Britain, the 
Chinese Government recently com- 
munieated with the British minister 
in Peking, requesting that a British 
envoy be deputed to China to head 
an investigation inte the opium-sup- 
pression campaign in China. At the 
same time circulars were sent to all 
the provinces preparing them for the 
impending complete extirpation of 
the traffic as follows (1) All the 
opium plantations in the land were 
ordered to be swept away during a 
period of three months from Septem-~ 
ber to November, 1916; (2) the 
trading in opium had to ‘be~ontifely 
stopped between December, 1916, 
and March, 1917; (3) smoking of 
opium is to cease ip a period of three 
months from March to June, 1917. 

It would seem that these provis- 
ions are received with popular favor. 
Bonfires have been frequent since 
these orders went into effect, the 
Chili Opium Prohibition bureau, at 
Kalgan, making perhaps one of the 
most spectacular affairs. A large 
quantity of oplum was gathered to- 
gether with all the opium-amoking 

truments the officials could lay 
their hands on, invitations were is- 
sued, and a delegate from the Na- 
tional Opium Prohibition Union was 
requested to come as a witness. The 
acting president, Mr. An Ming, re- 
sponded, and the ceremony proceed- 
ed in due and thorough order, last- 
ing from eight In the morning to one 
in the afternoon, with the civil gov- 
ernor of Chihli, the military governor 
of Kalgah, the police authorities and 
citizens from all neighboring sec- 
tions an eMthusiastic audience. This 
is typical of acenes being enacted In 
many parts of China. 

Big business, however, did not sur- 
render without a final stuggle. The 
Shanghai Opium combine is the 
only legal surviving distributor of 


opium, having secured a _ license to: 


oe on its traffic until March 31, 
1917, in the provinces of Kwang- 
tung, Kiangsu, and Kiangsi. To 
their bribe of $16,000,000 for the 
privilege of an extension, to their 
threat of withholding their extra 
duty of $1,750 per case, the Chinese 
Government has lent a déaf ear. The 
opium traffic must go, and as quickly 
as possible. The threat of the com- 
bine to stop the payment of the addi- 
tional duty, even if it is carried out-—— 
which is unlikely—would only mean 
a loss to the Government of some- 
thing like $5,000,000. According to 
trustworthy information, the com- 
bine can sell between October, 1916, 
and the 3ist of March, .1917, three 
thousand cases at a valuation of 
$5,000 per case, which would “give 
the Government a revenue of $5,- 
000,000, a small sacrifice where the 
physical and moral welfare oft the 
country are at stake. And Prosident 
Li and his cabinet have lost no time 
im declaring that there shall be no 
compromise. . 


Chinese Girl's Escape. 

Against the grimness of the coun- 
terteit gaiety of the night life of Nan- 
king and Foochow roads in 
I hold a recollection that flashes 
through those tawdry streets like a 
torch in the night I can still see a 
little crowd of furiously hurrying 
people that broke across my path 
one evening. 

in front of them was the flying fig- 
ure of a girl, her little silken coat 
torn and hanging by one shoulder. 
She was ten paces ahead of her pur- 
guers as she passed me, her little 
face drawn and blanched with terror 
and exhaustion. 

Fortunately her pursuers were not 
agile. A stout madam hobbled along 
on little feet; two burly men in blue 
peasant clothes lumbered along be- 
side her, apparently the major-<domos 
of her establishment.”~ And all too 
apparently the scudding little miss 
ahead was a very recent inmate. of 
that establishment, launched on a 
desperate break for freedom.

Speaking of the inside service, Mr. 
Ferguson sald that there were fifty- 
six employees in hie department, 
thirty of whom were appointees of 
the late Government. Since the pre- 
sent Government had assumed office 
he said that only two employees had 
been removed,-and that for “good 
and sufficient reasons.” With. re 
gard to the fire ranging and woods 
service, he declared, that not in one 
instance bad he ever inquired the 
political feelings of an applicant, 
but rather his height, weight, and 
physical fitness for the work, and 
what experience he had had. Sigi- 
larly the superintendent in each dis- 
trict in Northern Ontario had all 
been retained in their positions, ex- 
cept one who had since died. 

In explaining the provisions of the 
legislation, Mr. Ferguson said that a 
Provincial Forester, Mr. G. A. Zavits, 
would have charge of the bureau, 
and he, by the way, is a son-in-law 
of the late Mmister of Agriculture, 
Hon. John Dryden, who would have 
power to control the burning of 
slash, etc., by settlers and woods- 


men, and also to step in and clear. 


slash and debris that constituted a 
fire menace around settlements. The 
right would also be given municipal- 
ities to clear danger spots near their 
borders, and would co-operate with 
the lumber companies, so that the 
great natural heritage in the porth 
would not be further dissipated by 
fire. 

Step by step Ontario is advancing 
in social legislation. Two years ago 
the Workmen's Compensation Act 
was pasaed, which has since become 
the model for all countries adopting 
this proper and wise scheme for the 
protection of human life and energy. 
The eight-hour day has been given 
to miners: factory and shop legisla- 
tion has been greatly improved, and 
a fortnight ago the Prime Minister 
announced the extension of the fran- 
chise to women. More recently the 
Minister of Education introduced a 
measure to provide pensions for 
school teachers, *and immediately 
upon the introduction of that bill a 
deputation from the educational pro- 
fession from all over the Province 
met the Cabinet and applauded the 
action of the Government. 

The Bill provides for a contribu- 
tion by the teachers of 2% per cent. 
of their salaries, and a similar 
amount Will be provided by the Gov~- 
ernment. The scale of pensions will 
range from $350 per year to $1,000. 
Provision. is made for retirement 
after twenty,thirty, and forty years 
of service, and; in the cases of sick- 
ness and disability after fifteen years. 
It is also arranged for those who 
leave the service after contributing 
to the fund for six years thal they 
may withdraw all they have paid in. 
This is to meet the cases of those, 
mostly young“ women, who leave 
teaching to get married. It is ex- 
pected that the amount immediately 


available for the fund will be $475,- 


000,-and will meet -many cases of 
teachers who for years have been 
anxious to retire into private life. To 
guard against the experience of other 
pension schemes, that have collapsed 
after a few years, this scheme has 
been considered by an expert act- 
uary, and the bill requires the fund 
to be revised by ap actuary every 
three years, so that all concerned 
may be advised as to its stability. 
From all sides the Government 
was complimented upon this legisia- 
tion, and it was agreed that there 
was no diminution in the steady line 
of progress that the present Govern- 
ment was making, following the lines 
laid down by Sir James Whitney. 
Bringing into. concrete form the 
promise that the Government would 
institute a syatem of provincial bigh- 
ways, extending from the southweat- 
ern corner of the Province to the 
Quebec boundary, Hon. F. G. Mac- 
diarmid, Minister of Public Works 
and Highways, brought down legisla- 
tion authorizing this to be done. The 
bill gives power to the Cabinet to 
lay out such a system of highways 
under proclamation, after filing plans 
j of the roads to be taken over in the 
local registry offices. For the portion 
lof these roads running through local 
| municipalities, the Province will pay 
i 70 per cent. of the cost, and the local 
iyounictpalities 30 per cent. In cases

BEETS, OARROTS, PARSNIPS, 
AND SALSIFY. These include the 
most important members of the root 
vegetables. They are usually growe 
for winter purposes, though beets 
and carrots are relished by many in 
their earlier stages of growth. All 
these demand practically the same 
attention. The seeds should be sown 
in straight rows at a depth of about 
three-qUarters of-an inch, When the 
plants have reached a height of two 
inches they should be carefully thin- 
ned out so that they stand, beets 
and parsnips three to four inches 
two or 
three inches apart. It will be found 
that the parenips are very slow grow- 
ers, and for this reason it is some- 
times advisable to plant a few seeds 
of lettuce with the parenip seeds #0 
that they will serve as a marker. The 
young beet plants may be used as 
spring greens. It is necessary that 
the soll be cultivated at intervals 
during the summer months so that 
the crops may grow. They do not as 
a& general rule require as heavy wa- 
tering as some of the other vegetable 
crops.

1 shall try and give you a little ac- 
count of the Vimy battle as | Saw it. 
I will deal only with my own actions, 
which are limited. You will doubtless 
find pages of reading in the newspap- 
ers giving the. general account of the 
fight. 

Vimy Ridge was the strongest nat- 
ural barrier to the mining districts of 
Northern. France m the German battle 
line. By means of a maze of trenches, 
subways. wire entanglements and the 
concentration of huge numbers of en- 
gines of war the Germans had con- 
structed what they considered to be 
an impreguable fortress. Again and 


again the French attempted to capture 


this fortress and the British attack at 
Loos was in reality an attempt to out- 
flank the ridge. Allattacks had failed 
with the loss of thousands of lives. 
As has become customary with the 
British General Staff when all other 
troops fail the Canadians were chosen 
to make the great assault, To make 
the attack a success the entire force 
of the Canadians was concentrated on 
a seven-mile front and unlimited sup- 
plies of all kinds were prepared. We 
all had practiced shai attacks on tape 
trenches representing the section of 
the German line before us. Aeroplane 
maps and photographs of the Hun 
trenches were studied by all. 
Saturday “CC” and “D" companies of 
the 4th C. M. K.’s went into the sup- 
port line. The other two companies 
were already in the frontline. Sun- 
day we were issued with sandbags, 
shovels, bombs and ‘ammunition. 
Early Monday morning we moved up 


y,| the subway to the front line whic 
"| was our jumping off trench. 


At 4.16 
a.m. Monday we were ready for the 
command to advarice. The adyance 
was timed for 5.30 a.m. | 

This period of waiting is admitted

The whole Hun front line was 
a pink glare from burning ammonal. 
Mud and chalk were thrown upwards 
in @ continuous stream as if from a 
giant geyser.

The revenue of the Department. of 
Highways in Ontavio for automobile 
licenses for the current -year will 
amount to about $630,000.

covered with two inches of soll. This 
will leave the young plant more or 
less im a trench. As the plants 
grow the soil. will be gradually drag- 
ed up and the trench will be filled. 
it will be necessary to cultivate the 
soll between the rows 60 as to keep 
down weeds, and at the same time 
soil should be gradually drawn up to 
the tops in sufficient quantities -so 
that the growing roots will not .be 
exposed to the sunlight, which will 
cause them to turn green and be of 
inferior quality. If an early variety 
has been planted and a vigorous 
growth has resulted it is possible 
that some may be fit to dig in August. 
By removing some of the soil from 
around a hill with the hand one can 
tell whether they are fit to dig. If 
the potatoes are grown for winter 
use they do not need to be dug until 
quite late in the fall. The tops will 
die down at the first frost, but it is 
not absolutely necessary that they be 
dug immediately. They should, how- 
ever, be dug before there is any 
severe frost. 

TOMATOES, The tomato is one 
ef the most popular vegetables 
either fresh or ‘in a preserved con- 
dition, It may be grown quite casily 
in the backyard. The better practice 
with tomatoes is to purchase the 
plants ready for transplanting rather 
than attempting to grow these plants 
if one has not _ had experience in 
handling a hot-bed. Plants having a 
large root system are best, and the 
stock in any case Should at least be 
the size of a lead pencil. The soi} 
should be thoroughly prepared  be- 
fore planting time, possibly a crop of 
lettuce or radish may be taken from 
the same, but it is always advisable 
to have plenty of manure inecorpor- 
ated in the soil. A shallow hole may 
be made with the conrmmon hoe to tn- 
sert the roots of the tomato plant. 
These roots should be thoroughly 
watered so that the soll will cling 
close to the roots when they are set 
out in the garden. The plant should 
be set fairly debp and the earth 
should be tirmed around the roots. 
If the season is dry and bot, water 
may be poured around the plant In 
order to facilitate growth These 


plants may be set two fe& apart if 
they are to be trained on stakes and 
kept from covering a large space in 
the garden. These stakes stould b 

preferably six feet long, two inthes 
wide, and one inch thick. They may 
be driven into the soil a few days 


after the plant hus been set out and 
the plants tied up to the stick with 
piece of twine or cotton in such a 
that the tie will be directly 
wnder the leaf, As the plant de- 
velopes in size in front of each leaf 
a slender growih called a side shoot 
will appear, These mfust be removed 
by pressing them out witb the thuaib 
when very small. Four or five 
will be necessary to support 
plant. As a result of the staking 
fruits of a superior quality will ripen 
earlier than se grown on 
ground,

To this end Spanish has 
been a popu udy in colleges and 
secondary schools ever since the 
Spanish-American war. Since the 
days of James G. Blaine and even 
earlier, Pan-Americanism has been a 
great object of Washington ‘policy, 
and for years the study there has 
been to increase United States trade 
in the markets of Latin, other- 


wise, Spanish, America. The Euro-- 


pean war, cutting off communi- 
cations between Germany and South 
America, has disclosed to the United 
States new and vast commercial pos- 
sibilities. ‘The demand for a practi- 
cal knowledge of the Spanish lan- 
guage has grown 80 rapidly that the 
schools are finding it difficult to cope 
with the situation. The University 
of Washington, with a staff of seven 
teachers——under a graduate of To- 
ronto University, it is interesting to 
note--was forced to turn away 200 
students from its Spanish classes in 
the fall of 1916, for lack of instruc- 
tors. According to a pamphiet, pub- 
lished recently by Allyn and Bacon, 
in New York City alone more than 
49,000 pupils are studying Spanish. 
In the DeWitt-Clinton High School 
i there are 1,200, and in the Commer- 
cial High School, of Brooklyn, 2,000. 
' at Harvard University there are 600 
i students in Spanish courses. At the 
i University of Chicago the attendance 
‘in this language has increased three- 
\fold in eighteen months. The in-

It is*eupposed that, ow- 
ing to various catees, among which 
is said to have been the activities of 
a pernicious fly, the horse had be- 
come extinct. 

The small eohippus, which was 
struggling «to evolve when this mon- 
ster land bird was alive, had a hard 
time of it. The diatryma had ho 
| teeth, but it had a beak caleulated to 
eut through sheet ateel. It had a 
head larger than that of any bird 
known. it was twenty inches in 
length. The jaws were Jike ponder- 
| ous sheare There have been birds 
taller than the diatryma, but thelr 
heads were small and their nec as 
slim and long. The neck of the 
diatryma was thick and short, like 


| that of the dodo, familiar to all who 


know their Alice in Wonderland.” 

The diatryma was seven feet in 
height. The extinct moa of New Zea- 
land was Afteen feet tall, measured 
along its tapering neck. The moderf 
ostrich often attains the height of 
seven feet and more, but Its neck 
also is long and its head small. The 
diatryma was more like that extinct 
South American bird, the . phoror- 
hachos, which was probably taller, 
but not so powerful. 

All these big birds had small 
wings. The diatryma has only rudi- 
mentary flappers, yet its legs were #0 
powerful that it could cover enorm- 
ous distances.’ Ite toes were big 
enough to enable it to get a firm 
grip on the earth. When the little 
eohippus started to run the great 
bird easily overtook it. 

From the pélm of view of science 
the discovery of this bird skeleton is 
of gr@at importance, because It may 
clear many mysteries In that chain 
of evoluNien which connects the 
birds of the alr with those without 
the power of flight, These feathered 
giants at one time are supposed to 
have volplaned with ease. They took 
to the food which was so easily to be 
had by just walking on the earth's 
crust. In course of centuries they 
got heavier and heavier, and finally 
they could not get even a flying start 
into the ether. After that their 
wings degenerated. The great birds 
foregathered with the beasts and 
some, like the diatryma, took to in- 
gathering them. This remarkable 
specimen may have much to do with 
solving a riddle of the ages.

Rawdon Will Case 


The Spring Non-Jury sittings of the 
Supreme Court of Ontario held by 
Hon. Mr. Justice Kelly was occupied 
Taeewthy, Wednesday and part of 
Thursday, with the trial of Wanna- 
maker vs. Livingston.

A Fighting Family 


Mr. Andrew Post.of Glenalda, is the 
proud father of four sons in khaki, all 
at the front doing their bit, and one of 
whom has paid the ‘supreme sacrifice.

Molybdenum. 

Molydenum is a substance which 
is playing a part in the present, war 
for both the Allies and the Germans. 
Used in hardening the steel which is 
aged in the rifting of the big guns, # 
is reported to have increased the life 
of the guns twenty times, and many 
projectiles are also hardened with 
molybdenum as well as a great deal 
ofthe armor plate which was form- 
erty hardened with tungsten or van- 
adiom. It is eatimated, too, that the 
amount of molybdenum required to 
barden steel is only about one-half 
to one-third the amount of tungsten 
which is necessary to give the same 
resnit. Curiously enough, molybdé- 
nom is used also as a stabilizer in 
some high explosives, smokeless 
powders, and to make a dense smoke 
in the location bombs which are fired 
previous to the firing of the projec- 
tile. It is used in many chemicals 
and in dyes for leather, rubber, silk, 
as a disinfectant, for fireproofing, in 
some cases in place of platinum, 
while in electric lights it has replac-
